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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 7-9 are objected to because of the following informalities: The second 
line of claim 7 makes reference to a heating "member" while the rest of claim 7 appears 
to refer to this heating member as a heating "body". This inconsistent terminology 
should be resolved. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Suzuki et 
al. P.N. 6,671 ,470 (Suzuki). 

Suzuki discloses a fixing or image heating apparatus. The apparatus includes a heating 
member in the form of a fixing film 10. An induction coil 18, a temperature sensor 26. A 
CPU functions as a detection section and an output control section for effectively 
maintaining a target temperature of the fixing film 10. See for example lines 50-59 of 
col. 13. Note that the CPU effects control of the induction heating coil based on what is 
described as PID (proportional, integral .derivative). This means that the CPU detects 
an amount of variation per unit time of the temperature detected by sensor 26. 
Suzuki meets all the limitations of the claims at issue in their present form. 
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4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Tamaoki, Masuda et al. and Kinouchi et al. all disclose devices 
for controlling temperature in printing apparatti. Note the abstract of each of their 
disclosures.
